BRINGS FROZEN 
FISH BACK TO LIFE 
IN LABORATORY 


Slight Paleness About Gills 
Only Result of 40 Minutes 
of Freezing. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 10. — 
Dr. N. A. Borodin, eminent Russian 
now experimenting at 
Harvard University, today took an 
Alaskan blackfish, frozen stiff, out 
of a specially constructed electric 
tefrigerator and dropped it into a 
jar of water. Within less than two 


minutes, the fish twitched and, in 
a few more minutes, was thresh- 
ing briskly about. 

The fish had been, to all appear- 
ances, dead—frozen into rigidity for 
40 minutes in a temperature of 15 
degrees below zero, centigrade. 
Yet there it was now very much 
alive with only a _ slight paleness 
around the gills as a mark of its 
experience. 

‘ The biologist explained that this 
state of suspended animation was 
known as anabiosis. 

Dr, Borodin said his experiments 
might some day have some com- 
mercial use, such as, for example, 
freezing live sturgeon at the Volga 
and revivifying them for sale alive 
in the inland cities of America. 

“But what is death?” the scien- 
tist asked. “My experiments with 
fish and insects in the anabiotic 
state have cause me to be more 
and more puzzied. It is, perhaps, 
a question for the physiologists, but 
my experiments open numerous 
fields for investigation. 

“You ask, for example, why fish 
frozen in water, their natural ele- 
ment, fail to revive, and yet those 
frozen in dry air do, as in the case 
of the blackfish experimented on? 
The answer I do not know—yet.”

254 B. C. HAD BEER PROBLEM 


Ancient Records Show How Egypt 
Regulated Brewing. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Govern- 


ments had their problems in regu- 
lating the beer-business even in 254 
B. C. From ancient Papyri, some 
of them filled with worm holes, re- 
search workers at Columbia Uni- 
versity are evoking a picture of life 
as it was 2000 years ago. 

One group of the documents 
shows that in ancient Egypt brew- 
ing was under Government regu- 
lation. The state furnished a fixed 
amount of barley each day to the 
brewers and demanded a certain 
amount of beer in return. What- 
ever beer remained the makers 
could sell. A letter written by 
Apollonios, Ptolemy's treasurer, on 
May 21, 254 B. C. rakes a brewer 
over the coals for furnishing to the 
Government beer from only il

WASHINGTON; Dec. 10.—It de- 
veloped today that Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Brown had asked the Govern- 
ment to buy an expensive automo- 
bile for his use, large enough'‘so he 
could wear his high silk hat in it. 

The disclosure was made when 
the Postoffice Department’s appro- 
priation bill was reported to Con- 
gress. 

Testimony given in secret session 
some time ago by the Postmaster- 
General was made public, and 
showed he 
had been “some discussion” about 
the automobile purchase. 

He explained to the committee 
headed by Chairman Byrns_ that 
there was a balance of $1700 from 
the 1932 appropriation, and some 
second-hand cars for trading pur- 
poses, with which to get a machine 
for the Postmaster-General. 

Here is the Postmaster-General’s 
story as told to the committee: 

“The best offer we got was from 
the Lincoln company on a small 
Lincoln car, and, as it was the best 
offer, the award was made to the 
Lincoln company. When I looked 
at the car, however, I found that 
it was too small for practicable use 
on formal occasions. I found that 
a man of my height and I am be- 
low the average, could not wear a 
top hat and sit in this car. 

“The occupant would have to 
keep his hat in his hand, because 
there was not clearance enough. 
Furthermore, the car was too small 
in other requirements for formal 
uses; so that, in a situation like 
that, we did not know just what 
to do. 

“I did not like the idea of getting 
a car that a man who was six feet 
tall could not use, which he would 
have on his hands for 4, 5 or 10 
years, or until a Lincoln car would 
wear out. Therefore, | went  be- 
fore the Senate committee, and 
persuaded them to remove the lim- 
itation on the use of the 1933 appro- 
priation.” 

The Postmaster-General went 
ahead to explain that some diffi- 
culty arose in getting the provi- 
sion for the purchase of the larger 
car agreed to by Senate and House 
conferees, and that “in that situa- 
tion, we thought it best to close for 
the (first) small Lincolm car, with 
the idea that if we succeeded in get- 
ting authority in the 1933 act to 
purchase a larger machine we 
would use the small one as a util- 
ity car. That is the story of it.”

PARIS, Dec. 10.—Premier Her- 
riot and two important committees 
of the Chamber of Deputies worked 
separately today in an effort to 
find a way by which the chamber 
would be willing to vote for pay- 
ment due the United States next 
Thursday.

The foreign affairs and finance 
committees of the chamber worked 
out a resolution providing for pay- 
ment—but only on the condition 
that the United States agree be- 
fore Thursday to a debt conference 
which would liquidate the entire 
problem. Negotiations still are 
continuing with England over a 
policy acceptable to both nations. 

The resolution declared that the 
debt agreement with the United 
States was founded upon pay- 
ments expected from Germany 
through declarations of French 
representatives in Parliament and 
also within the structure of the 
Young plan. It quoted a letter 
from Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon to President Harding on 
June 21, 1921, to the effect that “it 
is necessary to consider in a com- 


had heard that there 


prehensive fashion the total debt 
of the different countries, their sit- 
uation and financial resources in 
order to formulate a project of 
payment of which the interested 
countries can reasonably assure 
execution.” . 
A Cause of World Crisis. 

The resolution adds that “a maodi- 
fication of circumstances was 
voked by the generous initiative of 
President Hoover on June 2, 1931, 
and this was the work of the 
American Government itself.” It 
declared that international trans- 
fers without counterpart in goods 
is one essential cause of the world 
economic crisis and said that an 
international debt conference is 
necessary in conjunction with the 
projected world economic confer- 
ence. 

In conclusion, the resolution said 
that the Chamber of Deputies “can 
authorize payment of sums coming 


due Dec. 15 only if previously the 


United States accepts assembling of 
an international conference before 
any new payment is due. 

Doubt was expressed that the 
Premier would approve the idea 
of obtaining acceptance in advance 
from the United States for the con- 
ference proposal. No official state- 
ment on this point was forthcom- 
ing, however. 

To Go Before Deputies. 

On Monday the Premier will hold 
a Cabinet session after which he 
will go before the chamber to ex- 
plain the position of the Govern- 
ment toward the Thursday pay- 
ment. For several days he has been 
attempting to arrive at a method 
of payment which would overcome 
objections on the part of certain 
groups of deputies. 

After the chamber has heard the 
Premier's exposition, the session 
will be suspended to permit the 
various groups to determine the at- 
titude they will adopt. 

The debate by the deputies prob- 
ably will last well into Monday 
night and may go over until Tues- 
day morning.

PROHIBITIONISTS WILL

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—A plea 
that the old wine decanter be re- 
stored to the dinner table was made 
by representatives of the grape 
growing industry today before the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
in-its hearings on legalization of 
wine and beer. 

For hours the committee heard 
“naturally fermented vinous liquor” 
extolled by a French wine producer 
and representatives from the many 
grape producing states. Prohibi- 
tionists will state their side of the 
case on Monday. 

Dr. James M. Doran, Commis- 
sioner of Industrial Alcohol, in tes- 
timony before the House Appro- 
priations Committee, meanwhile, 
recommended the use of a Federal 
permit system to control the manu- 
facture of legalized beer. He said 
it was “very desirable if not: nec- 
essary” to employ such a control 
method. 

“At Mercy of Bootleggers.” 

The wine proponents were headed 
by Representative Lea (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia, who declared that the grape 
producers “are at the mercy of the 
bootleggers.” He estimated that a 
tax of 20 cents a gallon as provided 
in the Collier bill would produce 
more than $20,000,000 in Federal 
revenue annually on a consumption 
of more than 100,000,000 gallons. 

The opposition of brewers to the 
finclusion of wine in the measure on 
the ground that the question of it 
being non-intoxicating might im- 
peril the beer provision was assail- 
ed by Marion de Vries of Washing- 
ton, represagtative of the Grape 
Growers’ League of California. 

“Light wines and beer have by 
statute, by judicial interpretation, 
by scientific consideration, and by 
popular understanding,” De Vries 
said, “ever been associated ag the 
subjects of exemption from any 
prohibition legislation. 

“An Unmistakable Mandate.” 

“The statement is therefore ven- 
tured that the common conception 
of the people in overwhelmingly 
indorsing the national Democratic 
platform on Nov. 8 was that its 
phraseology covered light wines 
and beer and that nothing short of 
providing for that liberalization to 
the full extent permissible under 
the eighteenth amendment will be 
accepted by the people as a faithful 
observance of their unmistakable 
mandate.” 

Strong opposition to “bottled pre- 
mixed highballs and cocktails” was 
voiced by Rufus S. Lusk, Washing- 
ton, national legislative officer of 
the Crusaders, who declared “this 
is an attempt on the part of the 
distillefs to open up the sale of 
hard liquor before the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment.” 

The “bottled high-ball’ was spon- 
sored before the committee by Rep- 
resentative Celler (Dem.), New 
York, as a big revenue producer. 
He displayed several bottles of the 
mixture turned over to him by Dr. 
Doran. 

Warns Against Misstep. 

“The eighteenth amendment is 
about to be repealed,” Lusk said. 

“Let us not risk the failure of re- 
pealing it by making a misstep.” 
He said “such a mixture is ob- 
viously intoxicating.” 

Monday and Tuesday the commit- 
tee will devote to testimony of 
representatives of dry organiza- 
tions. On Wednesday, Secretary of 
the Treasury Mills will give his 
views on the proposed legislation. 
Chairman Collier announced to the 
jammed committee room that the 
Treasury head was having subordi- 
nates make a study of the revenue 
phase of the legislation.

said he was surprised “at the fact 
that no mention is made in the 
bill before your committee in re- 
gard to the importation of wines.” 
“Now that it seems as if the 
American public realizes that pro- 
hibition has not had the good re- 
sults expected,” he continued, “it 
would seem.a poor time to deprive 
your citizens of the chance to use 
those harmless, healthful and en- 
joyable wines produced abroad. On 
the other hand, I feel sure that if 
our wines are not permitted in this 
country, when the American ones 
may be again legally sold, our peo- 
ple should consider such a meas- 
ure as very unfair.” 


E. M. Sheehan of San Francisco, 
director of the Grape Growers’ 
League of California, said “prohibi- 
tion has paralyzed the grape indus- 
try of the nation and the wine in- 
dustry for some 13 years,” but that 
with legalization of wine they 
would be revived. 


“These light natural wines,’ 
Sheehan said, “are neither  top- 
piers nor thirst quenchers. There 
is no question in our minds but 
that the present Voistead act in 
intent and specifically, does exempt 
wines from the penalties of the act 
by permitting their manufacture in 
the home for home use and for 
sale.” 

Calis Glass Bill Worse. 

his testimony Lusk Called a 
levy on beer a ‘depression-proof 
tax” and said his organization was 
opposed to anything but outright 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

“We'll oppose the Glass amend- 
ment just like we did the ‘eight- 
eenth amendment — it’s worse,” 
Lusk asserted. 

“The wet organizations are unit- 
ed for an outright, unequivocal 
amendment. If the Federal Gov- 
ernment couldn’t enforce prohibi- 
tion with all the law we had it 
obviously couldn’t enforce a law 
with less power.”

trality in Manchurian affairs. 
Discussions between the two 
governments began Dec. 8 when 
Japanese Charge d’Affaires Amau, 
requested the Foreign Office to 
hand over Gen, Su and his army 
in the interest of order in. Man- 
chukuo. He said that the Jap- 
anese Government was responsible 
for the peace and safety of the 
newly created State and that if 
Gen. Su were freed from the Soviet 
Union he could threaten its safety, 
especially if he made his way 
back to China. 

Amau argued in the exchange of 
notes that Gen. Su should not be 
regarded as a representative of an 
independent faction at war with 
Manchukuo but as a mutineer 
against that State. To this Khar- 
akhan rejoined that such an argu- 
ment was not understandable in 
view of the official Japanese com- 
mission sent to Machevskaya in 
Soviet territory to negotiate peace 
with Gen. Su. 

Kharakhan reminded the Jap- 
anese Charge d’Affaires that the 
Soviet Union had intervened with 
Gen. Su on behalf of Japanese 
citizens he had captured and had 
obtained their release. 

“The correct and gentlemanly 
way in which Gen. Su acted in this 
matter should be sufficient answer 
to the request for his extradition 
after his defeat and the question 
of his internment should hot even 
arise,” the Soviet Foreign Office 
said. 

The Soviet assistant Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs stated there 
were ‘tens of thousands’ of mu- 
tinous white Russians in Man- 
chukuo and Japan who were car-

sion and other authorities—appar- 
ently will be delayed another year 
by the solicitude which certain 
standpat Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senators are manifesting for 
the railroads. 

Chairman Couzens of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
said today that a group of these 
Senators, including Watson, Fess, 
Metcalf and Hawes, insist that no 
bill reported by the committee shall 
provide for regulating railroad 
holding companies. He also said 
that they. wanted to impose regu- 
lation’ of freight trucking which 
would put most of the truckers out 
of business, 

Under the\circumstances, Couzens 
has served notice on the members 
of the committee that if a majority 
agrees on a bill which fails to pro- 
vide for regulation of holding com- 
panies, and which imposes onerous 
regulation of trucks and busses, he 
not only will refuse to present the 
measure to the Senate, but will 
fight it on the floor. It is very 
difficult to pass a hill in either 
House of Congress over the oppo- 
sition of the chairman of the com- 
mittee which drafted it. 

“The necessity of regulating hold- 
ing companies has been urged for 
years by virtually every authority 
who has studied the transportation 
problem,” Couzens said. “The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has 
repeatedly pointed out that the 
railroads are able to a considerable 
extent to escape regulation through 
the holding company device. 

“On the other hand, there is no 
doubt that in justice to the rail- 
roads there should be uniform Fed- 
eral regulation of interstate bus 
traffic, virtually everyone agrees 
on that. There is not sufficient 
data on which to frame regulations 
governing interstate freight truck- 
ing. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission should be directed to. 
collect such data over a period of 
two or three years, after which it 
could draft regulations with some 
intelligence,” 

However, if the railroad-minded 
members of the committee continue 
to be in a majority—as apparently 
they are now—there is little likeli- 
hood of any legislation on the sub- 
ject of this Congress.

It was a long time before na- 
tional bank examiners discovered 
the manipulations as the transac- 
tions were not recorded on the 
books of the bank. It was learned 
that Dunlap, Russel & Co. had its 
pick of funds when they reached 
the bank and what was taken out 
was not entered in the bank’s 
books, but on the books of Dunlap, 
Russel & Co., Which were not seen 
by national bank examiners. 

There were times when it be- 
came necessary to refund these 
“borrowings” an@ at such times 
Dunlap, Russel & Co. would make 
a draft on a St. Louis or Chicago 
bank, where its accounts were 
kept, in favor of the fund that: had 
been dipped into. Many of these 
funds were trust accounts and 
would lay dormant for long periods. 
In such instances Dunlap, Russel & 
Co. had the use of the funds in- 
definitely: 

But Dunlap, Russel & Co. became 
involved with outside banks which 
began calling for the liquidation of 
loans. In ‘desperation to meet 
these demands, the endowment 
fund of Illinois College was tam-' 
pered with. 

An outside banker told an offi- 
cial of Illinois College what had 
been done with the endowment 
fund bonds, resulting in an order 
to remove the college account and 
endowment fund bonds from the 
bank. President Dunlap was com- 
pelled to tell the college that he 
had used the bonds for loans, 
whereupon national bank examin- 
ers were notified. They closed the 
bank and seized the béoks of Dun- 
lap, Russel & Co. at the same time. 

Just as the college, municipal 
and Jacksonville district school 
funds were juggled around through 
Dunlap, Russel & Co., so were the 
funds of certain other school dis- 
tricts. 


The Dunlap Hotel Deal. 

One of Dunlap’s promotions was 
the New Dunlap Hotel. The bank 
acquired the old property, and 
Dunlap set about to build a new 
hotel on the site. At his sugges- 
tion, the citizens of Jacksonville 
subscribed for $200,000 of stock and 
the bank was to sell an additional 
$200,000 of mdéttgage bonds, a total 
of $400,000, to build the hotel. The 
mortgage bonds were not floated, 
and the bank or Dunlap, Russel & 
Co. is reported to hold a $300,000 
mortgage against the hotel. 

The bank occupies the lower 
floors and basement of the eight- 
story building, owned by the Ayers 
Safe Deposit Co., which Dunlap 
controls. This company rented the 
building to the bank.

$1,250,000 for Adding

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The 
$1,256,000 appropriation for convert- 
ing the proposed six-story St. Louis 
Federal Building into a 10-story 
structure, as promised by Treasury 
ana Postoffice officials, has not 
been included in the special de- 
ficiency estimates sent to Congress. 
Congressmen John J. Cochran 
(Dem.) and L. C. Dyer (Rep.), of 
St. Louis said today that they 
would confer with Director of the 
Budget Roop Monday or Tuesday 
in an effort to have him recom- 
mend- to Congress immediately 
that this appropriation be included 
in the special deficiency bill now 
pending. . ; 

Treasury officials had been posi- 
tive in their assurance to the St. 
Louis representatives that the $1,- 
250,000 appropriation would be 
recommended in the first deficiency 
estimates sent to Congress. Presi- 
dent Hoover, in his annual mes- 
sage, declared, however, that he 
would not approve appropriations 
for additional works. 

When Secretary of the Treasury 
Mills noticed the St. Louis appro- 
priation in the special deficiency 
estimates, he held up the item tem- 
porarily and demanded an explana- 
tion. Assistant Secretary Heath 
and other officials convinced the 
Secretary that the President had 
referred to original appropriations 
and Mills sent the recommendation 
t» the budget director, who now 
says that it was received too late 
for the special deficiancy estimates 
and must wait until the general 
estimates are sent in after the 
Christmas holidays. 

Chairman Joe Byrns of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
told Cochran today that if Roop 
sent to the committee immediately 
a supplemental recommendation 
vuvering the St. Louis appropria- 
tion he would include it in the spe- 
cial deficiency legislation.

SERIES OF GRAND STAIRWAYS 
FOUND IN MEXICAN PYRAMID 


Archeologists Build 1000 Feet. of 
Tunnels but Are Unable to Learn 
Structure’s Secret. 

By the Associated Press. . 
CHOLULA, Mexico, Dec. 10.— 
Excavation in the largest pyran-.id 
in Mexico thus far has, disclosed 
little besides a series of grand stair- 
cases superimposed one over anh- 
other, it was disclosed today by 


"Exnilio Cuevas, engineer of the De- 


partment of Archeology, who ia in 
charge of the work. 

The huge dirt covered pyramid 
pile was so large it discouraged 
eve nthe Spanish conquerors ‘in 
1521, and the decided to build a 
cathedral on its top rather than at- 
tempt to destroy it, as was their 
practice, to signify the dominance 
of Christianity over paganism. 

One staircase 160 feet wide al- 
ready has been located by the ar- 
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cheological expedition that began 
work here a year ago. Superim- 
posed stairways 130 feet wide lead- 
ing up to a platform are located 
nearby. 

More than 1000 feet of tunnels 
have been driven into the pyramid 
in an attempt to learn its secret. 
' The building of pyramids by the 


ancient Azetecs was a progressive 
venture, previous ex- 
cavations in Mexico haye revealed. 
Starting with one small pile, new 
coverings were added to signify vic 
tory in battle, a particular religious 
day or anniversary, fine crops and 
other events, and gradually the 
pyramids grew.

GENEVA, Dec. 10.—Naval éeduc- 
tion proposals which provide for re- 
vision of the existing tonnage ratios 


in respect to the United States and 
Great Britain and would improve 
the relative position of Japan, were 
submitted to the disarmament con- 
ference today by we Japanese 
Government. ‘ . 

Asserting that any son limitation 
agreement should mean greater 
sacrifices for larger navies than for 
smaller ones, the Japanese present- 
ed concrete reduction suggestions 
which: would make the ratio 10-10- 
‘8:7 in total tonnage instead of the 
existing 5-5-3. The number of units 
would be on a basis of 11-11-8. 

The United States, France and 
Great Britain tonight accepted 
Premier Herriot’s formula which 
balances Germany’s demand for 
equality in arms with the French 
demand for security, as a basis for 
Germany’s return to the disarma- 
ment conference. The formula 
opens with a declaration by France, 
Britain, Germany and Italy not to 
resort to force.. The United States 
as a non-member of the League of 
Nations does not subscribe to this 
declaration, but the American dele- 
gation said it approves of it. 

The American said they believed 
the formula represented a genuine 
determination to patch up the situ- 
ation created when Germany with- 
drew fr the conference over the 
equality. of arms question. 

The formula will be put in defi- 
nite form at a meeting tomorrow. 
Japan’s Proposals in Detail. 
The ,JJIapanese concrete reduction 
proposals apply to all classes of 
vessels. Unit tonnages would be 
restricted as follows: Capital ships 
to 25,000 tons; class A cruisers to 
8000; class B cruisers to 6000; de- 
stroyers to 1500 and submarines to 
1800. Gun calibers in each re- 
spective class would be 14 inches, 8 
inches, 6.1 inches and 5.1 inches 

for destroyers and submarines. 

Under the Japanese plan, the 
capital ship tonnage of the United 
States and Britain would be limited 
to 275,000. Japan’s corresponding 
limit would be 200,000. France and 
Italy would have a maximum ton- 
nage of 150,000; with the number of 
units not determined. 

In class A cruisers, the United 
States and Britain each would have 
96,000 tons and 12 units; Japan 
80,000 tons and 10 units, and France 
and Italy 56,000 tons and 7 units. 

The maximum tonnages for class 
B cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines for all five powers would 
be applied uniformly, the cruisers 
150,000 tons, the destroyers 150,000, 
and submarines 75,000. 

The Tokio scheme approved the 
principle of increasing the relative 
strength of defensive arms, which 
the‘disarmament conference has ac- 
cepted. It embodied both quanti- 
tative and qualitative disarmament 
ideas. 

For Special Agreements. 

The Japanese memorandum im- 
plied that the general conference 
was too large and unwieldy to 
bring about the desired agreements 
and therefore prior negotiations by 
the large naval powers were neces- 
sary. 

Questions of general interest 
should be covered by general 
agreements, the Japanese held, and 
special problems* should be embod- 
ied in special agreements. 

“For the purpose of these special:- 
agreements,” the plan said, “the 
world shall be divided broadly into 
Pacific, Atlantic, European and 
South American groups, and the 
limitation and reduction of ton- 
nages to be actually retained by 
_| a country shall be agreed upon be- 
tween that country and other coun- 
tries of the same group on the basis 
of provisions embodied in the gen- 
eral agreement.” 

Asking larger sacrifices from the 
larger naval powers, the proposals | 
went on to Say: 

“To apply the same percentage of 
reduction to large and small navies 
alike would naturally impair the 
sense of national security of coun- 
tries with lesser navies, and this 
sense of security will diminish as 
the measure of reduction is_ in- 
creased. 

“It is absolutely necessary, there- 

fore, that in effecting reduction in 
the tonnage of vessels possessing a 
higher degree of relativity as be- 
tween the powers, such as capital 
ships and class A cruisers, the 
above consideration of national se- 
curity should be taken into account 
in order that the lesser naval pow- 
érs may not be disturbed in this re- 
gard. + + *- 
“The greatest importance should 
be attached to consideration of the 
geographical situation and special 
circumstances of each country in 
determining the tonnages of class 
B cruisers, ae and  sub- 
marines,”

“'STATECONVENTION LAW 


Says Alroy S. Phillips’ Point 
Against Such Measure Is 
Inapplicable. 


Former State Senator A. L. Mc- 
Cawley, Representative-elect from 
the Carthage district in Jasper 
County, said in St. Louis yesterday 
that he would not be deterred from 
advocacy in the Legislature of a 
measure to provide machinery for 
a convention to act on ratificaticn 
of the eighteenth amendment whe. 
submitted by Congress. Former 
Senator Alroy 8. Phillips, in a fre- 
cent letter in the Post-Dispatch, 
expressed the view that the Legis- 
lature had no power to provide for 
a convention.

“I cannot concur in Senator 
Phillips’ opinion that Congress 
alone has the power to set up the 
convention machinery,” McCawley 
said.

“The apportionment of delegates 
should be such as to take, as near- 
ly as possible, the sentiment of a 
majority of the people of the state 
on any pending amendment, and 
all the safeguards embodied in our 
general election laws should ap- 
ply to such special elections.” 

McCawley said the framers of 
the Federal Constitution must have 
foreseen that, with: the shifting 
population centers, state Legisla- 
tures elected by counties and dis- 
tricts might not always by major- 
ity vote represent the sentiment of 
a majority of the people of the 
states. 

“For instance,” he said, “here in 
Missouri nearly 70 per cent of the 
membership of the House of Rep- 
resentatives represents little more 
than one-third the. peopple in the 
State, and two-thirds of the mem- 
bership of the State Senate repre- 
sents only about one-half the pev- 
ple of the State. A similar condi- 
tion exists in many other states.” 

McCawley said that in his opin- 
ion a Supreme Court decision In an 
Ohio case, cited by Phillips in sup- 
port of his contention, did not ap- 
ply. “That grew out of an effort 
in Ohio to ratify an amendment 
through a referendum,” he said. 
“An amendment can be -ratifie1 
only in the means set out in the 
Federal Constitution—by the legis- 
latures of the states, or by stafe 
conventions», Congress can specify 
which of the two methods, but 't 
is the province of the states to sav 
how their legislatures or conven- 
tions shall be elected.”

Canadian Proposes Method of 
Stabilizing Price of Metal 
and Grain. 


By the Associated Press. 

TORONTO, Ont., Dec. 10.—A new 

monetary system. for the world, in 
which wheat, silver and gold would 
be the vital factors, has been pre- 
sented to financiers in America, 
Great Britain and other countries 
by Frank O’Hearn, former  vice- 
president of the Standard Stock Ex- 
change. 
Proffering it as a plan intended 
to aid farmers and silver currency 
nations, O’Hearn has drawn up the 
suggestion in outline and mailed it 
to leading economists and money 
experts. 

The first aim would be to arrive 
at a commodity valuation so sta- 
bilized that it would be a standard 
to which all other commodities and 
services would have a permanent 
relative valuation. 

The second would be to elabo- 
rate the gold monetary system to 
fulfill efficiently the requirements 
of modern business and the needs 
of the people. 

This, O’Hearn thinks, calls for 
two primary requisites: 

1—A fixed monetary valuation as 
between wheat and silver. 

2—A flexible monetary valuation 
as between. the new  silver-wheat 
standard and gold. 

O’Hearn suggests that inasmuch 
as one ounce of silver and one 
bushel of wheat are now approxi- 
mately at the same price, the fu- 
ture standard of value for all com- 
modities and ‘services be on the 
basis that one ounce, of silver 
equals one bushel of wheat. 

In carrying out the plan, he would 
have a new silver-wheat coin intro- 
duced into the currency of all na- 
tions in conjunction with their own 
monetary systems. This would be 
recognized as the world’s standard 
of value for silver and wheat. He 
declares this coin would have no 
bearing in value, or otherwise, on 
any existing currencies. 

In his outline of the plan he re- 
fers to it as the “SW” coin. 

The minting and establishing of 
reserves for the “SW” would be ac- 
complished in manner similar to 
that employed for gold. 


The fixing of the flexible ration || 


between the “SW” and gold would 
be the same as now prevails in the 
fixing of the relative vaiues of va- 
rious national currencies to the 
gold standard. 

O’Hearn would have a permanent 
world committee confer continually 
and this committee “from day to 
day would set and announce the ex- 
change ration to gold at which the 
“SW” coins throughout the world 
would be redeemable.” 

Farmers anywhere holding “SW” 
coins or credits would have the 
privilege at any time of exchanging 
them into the currency of their 
own or any foreign country. 

“In theory and practice,” said 
O’Hearn, “this comprises the man- 
ner and mears of at once stabiliz- 
ing the value of wheat, and the re- 
monetization of silver while at the 
same time adhering to our present 
gold standard.” 

The only opposition, he thinks, 
would come from the Chicago and 
Winnipeg grain exchanges, because 
speculation.in wheat would be ter- 
minated by the new money plan, 
he says.

Cabinet Speaks at Washington 
Conference. | 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Firm 
objection to the use of child labor 
was voiced today by Miss Frances 
Perkins, New York Industrial Com- 
missiofrer, who has been mentioned ’ 
for the post of United States Sec- 
retary of Labor in Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s Cabinet. 

Miss Perkins addressed a group 
of State labor officials in the office 
of Miss Grace Abbott, chief of she 
Children’s, Bureau. 

“To countenance child labor at a 
time like this is to sanction exteuad- 
ing the depression into the lives of 
the next generation,” said Miss Per- 
kins. “With innumerable adults 
unemployed, there is no need for 
children in industry today.” 

She said jobs at present open to 
boys and girls from 1 4to 16 years 
old offered “practically nothing 
that is worth while.” 

Secretary of Labor Doak told the 
conference of experts that the day 
had disappeared when boys and 
girls were a necessary part of the 
labor supply. 

In spite of the movement for the 
shorter work week, Doak said, all

“To return to the industrial and 
social conditions which preceded 
this depression would be a betray- 
al of ourselves and of future geh- 
erations.

Says Other Nations Hide 


Under Great Britain’s Cloak 


These nations are trying to get in under 
the cloak of Great Britain, and Great Britain 
has taken them in, in an effort to. have all 
the debts canceled on the strength of her own 
economic position. By combining and con- 
federating with these other nations she is not 
in a position to make any deMands upon us 
in the premises. 

The Prime Minister then claims that his 
ration has no gold to pay.

Advantage is taken of the depression for 
the cancelation propagandists to claim that 
the world, including America, would be im- 
mediately restored to prosperity if the debts 
are canceled. In view of one notable histori- 
cal fact, the claim is absurd. That proposal 
was tried out in the celebrated Hoover mora- 
torium last year. It not only did not heip 
Germany, but it had no appreciable economic 
effect on America or any other natiow: In 
America it just added to our deficit that 
much, for at least some of the foreign na- 
tions had the money in New York ready to 
pay when they were notified that America did 
not want the money. 

It must be remembered that these annual 
payments amount to only a little more than 
one per cent of the aggregate foreign trade 
of the several nations—mnot enough to have 
any appreciable effect upon — prosperity 
or ours. 

It is claimed by the reat that the 
nations are not going to pay us anyway, s0 
that we might as well cancel. The answer to 
that is that no modern nation can last after 
repudiating ite debts. Of course these na-

Unless the courts, on their 
own initiative or at the insistence | 
of property owners, force action in 
pending cases they could be sus- 
pended by a voluntary moratorium, 
he said. Repeal of eight pending 
cases of importance, the letter 
pointed out, would entail waste of 
nearly $100,000 spent for prelim- 
inary work and would prevent re- 
newal of the plans for 10 years.

Ordinances to repeal seven of these 
schemes have been introduced. 

Muench agreed with the commit- 
tee that the major street plan 
should not be abandoned. The 
Florissant avenue and Fyler ave- 
nue widenings, recently repealed, 
were relatively unimportant, the 
Counselor said, but some of the 
other pending improvements are 
essential in the major street plan 
“and it would be little short of a 
calamity to abandon them abso- 
lutely at this time.” Principal 
among these streets, the letter re- 
lated, are Clark, Forest Park and 
St. Louis avenues and South Grand 
boulevard. 


A charter amendment would be 
required to set aside city gasoline 
taxes in a special street widening 
fund, the Counselor advised. He 
said formal legislation would not 
be required to provide a 10-year 
widening program with an annual 
limit of $1,000,000, as proposed, 
since the Aldermen merely had to 
adhere to such a policy. It would 
not be helpful to require condemna- 
tion commissioners to consult gen- 
eral tax assessments in arriving at 
damage awards, because assess- 
ments may not be a true index of 
value, Muench declared. 

No Uniformity of Theory. , 

The Counselor said it was nat- 
ural, under the present system, for 
commissioners to prolong their 
work to increase their compensa- 
tion, and asserted that proceedings 
would be expedited and end more 
satisfactorily if they served as a 
matter of public obligation and de- 
‘voted full time. Commissoners fre- 
quently are appointed, not because 
of their real estate knowledge, but 
because of the pressure they can 
bring to bear, Muench declared. He 
blamed this condition for excessive 
costs of widenings. There is no 
uniformity of theory among com- 
missions and somie of them seem to 
follow no theory, he added.

War in the Making. 
In Manchuria, the pressure of

But 
if Japan continues to force an ob- 
noxious government on the Man- 
churians, sooner or later war will 
ensue. 

The inexplicable Japanese at- 
tack on Shanghai has stirred Chi- 
nese sentiment throughout the 
globe. The fight put up by she 
young men of the Cantonese army 
against the highly equipped Japan- 
ese army has thrilled China to new 
pride. 

If war should come despite the 
protests of the United States and 
the League of Nations, déspite the 
findings of the Lytton Commis- 
sion and the existence of the 
league coVenant and the Kellovg 
pact, it will involve wider issues 
than the status of a Manchurian 
province. 

In some quarters there is an 
attempt to draw a parallel be- 
tween the action of Japan in Man- 
churia and that action taken 650 
years ago by Britain to restore 
order and good government in 
Egypt. 

I recall that at that time, “ohn 
Brigtt protested that our inter- 
vention was a breach of the Ten 
Commandments. I was one of the 
myriads of young liberals who 
shared his views. The very first 
public speech I ever made was to 
voice the same protests.

Established in 1916, It Is Used 
to Aid Teachers—Annual 
Income Now $18,000. 


The Jessie Parsons Blewett 
Fund, created by Ben Blewett, 
Superintendent of Instruction for 
the Board of Education, in 1916, a 
year pefore he died, has grown 
from $50,000 to about $400,000 
through accretion of value, careful 


surplus income, 

Its purpose is to give relief to in-} 
digent public school teachers, aid 
teachers in cases of special need 
and finance teachers in obtaining 
further education. Thousands of 
teachers have been helped by it. 
In a relatively small number of 
cases advances from the fund have 
been treated as loans but generally 
they have been gifts: The income 
annually is about $18,000 now, but 
only little more than half is used. - 

Mr. Blewett established the fund 
in memory of his wife, for whom 
it is named, and of her parents. He 
put in it 2500 shares of St. Joseph 
Lead Co. stock. This block grew 
to 3437 shares through stock divi- 
dends. It was sold in the boom 
time of January, 1929, for $305,510, 
and the proceeds were invested in 


municipal, state and Government 
bonds. After the death of surviv- 
ing relatives of Mr. Blewett there 
will be an addition to the fund 
from his estate, under his will. |

Engaged by the Soviet Weak Cur- 
rent Trust as a consultant, Dr. Co- 
hen spent two months in Russia 
and is continuing some of his con- 
sulting ~work for the Soviets here. 

The basic plan of radio develop- 
men 
Cohén, is to co-ordinate radio with 
all other forms of communications 
and to use radio as it fits best into 
the national scheme of economy, 
Dr. Cohen found a tremendous re- 
spect in all quarters for American 
radio science and especially for the 
products of American factories. 

Five broadcasting stations of 
100,000 watts power have been built 
and 10 more of like power are 
projected under the new five-year 
plan, A station of 500,000 watts 
hear Moscow is about to go into 
operation—the highest powered in 
the world. Plans for a 1,006,000- 
watt station are to be considered 
at a conference of technicians in 
Moscow this month. It will be 
built, Dr, Cohen said, only if it is 
determined that the increased 
range of listeners with such power 
warrants its erection. 


mum power is allowed is; 50,000 
watts, but Europe has several other 
10,000-watters and there are a few 
of powers up to 20,000 watts in 
other European countries. 
Reception of radio programs in 
Russia, which, Dr. Cohen said, were 
not unlike that in America except 
that there is no advertising, is now 
provided- through some 3,000,000 so- 
called “receiving points.” These 
are speakers installed in assembly 


| halls, at street corners and in some 


co-operative apartments. They are 
fed a choice of three broadcast 
programs as picked up by central 
receiving stations and relayed to 
the speakers by wire. 

The five-year plan calls for in- 
stallation of 20,000,000 such “re- 
ceiving points,” said Dr. Cohen. Be- 
sides the high-power broadcasting 
stations, many more of lesser power 
are to be built, but even now the 
60 or 70 Russian stations are giving 
good service, 

Up to a few years ago, Dr. Cohen 
continued, 25 to 30 per cent of the 
Russian programs were political 
propaganda. Today they are only 
about 7 per cent. The rest is music 
and educational matter. There is 
fine music on the air all the time. 
Opera and concert performances 
are broadcast and the radio organ- 
izations have fine talent. There is 
little jazz.

St. Louis Plant Busy Prepar- 
ing for Public Showing— 
2100 Workers Employed. 


The first of the new 1933 Chevro- 
let sixes to be built here rolled off 
the assembly line of the company’s 
big plant at Union avenue and Nat- 
ural Bridge road the past week. 

Occupied in the assembly of the 
new cars were 2100 regular Chevro- 
let employes back on the payrolls, 
after a brief inventory and model 
change-over interval. 

The 2000 are a normal operat- 
ing force, including the men at 
work just prior to inventory shut- 
down. o immediate addition to 
the workers is planned, and local 
officials stated that no jobs what- 
ever could be given to outsiders. 

Formal announcement of tke 
plant opening was withheld until 
yesterday, to prevent an influx of 
excess labor. Chevrolet plants 
throughout the country are now 
fully manned and fully staffed. 

A national payroll of 24,000 have 
been at work for the past month 
manufacturing parts from which 
the new cars are being assembled. 
Upward of 50,000 of the new mod- 
els, with a retail value of more than 
$25,000,000, will be required for deal- 
er announcement purposes alone 
when the new Chevrolets are pub- 
licly shown. ' 

As there are eight Chevrolet as- 
sembly plants in the United States, 
an estimate of probable assemblies 
here in the next few weeks is eas- 
ily made. The local plant is one 
of the largest in the city from the 
standpoint of volume and employ- 
ment. 

Chevrolet officials intimated that 
the company’s policy in effect for 


‘the past three years—that of giv-}: 


ing as many regular Chevrolet 
workers as possible continuous ein- 
ployment on the basis of reduced 
hours per week—would be adhered 
to rigidly during the winter. 

Although assembly got under way 
here only recently, local officials 
said that a Jarge force of men had 
been active for some weeks past 
in plant rearrangement and in- 
ventory, so that at no time in the 
past year has the factory been 
continuously idle from a payroll 
standpoint. 


Chevrolet's New 
Cars to Be Shown to 
Public on Dec. 17 


Chevrolet’s new 1933 models will 
go on public’ display next Saturday, 
Dec, 17, it is announced. Plans call 
for simultaneous showing in all of 
the company’s ‘more than _ 10,000 
dealer showrooms in the United 
States. 

For the building up of parts 
banks, Chevrolet manufacturing op- 
erations have been under way since 
October, with full quotas of men 
now back at work in the foundry 
and manufacturing plants. First 
public display of the new cars will 


-add the 36,000 members of the sales 


organization to those other thous- 
ands already employed oh the new 
line, 

Dealer orders for the first con- 
signment of 50,000 display cars have 
already been placed, and many re- 
tail orders have been reported 
placed with dealers in all parts of 
the country, according to H. J. 
Klinger, vice-president and general 
sales manager. He stated, however, 
that it was still too early to attempt 
an estimate of total retail orders 
now on hand, as the company’s pol- 
icy has been to receive field reports 
only at 10-day intervals, and those 
reports cover only actual deliveries 
of cars to consumers. He said, how- 
ever, that a poll of pre-announce- 
ment buying is being taken to de- 
termine the volume of orders from 
retail purchasers already on hand. 

A large number of dealers al- 
ready have seen the new line at the 
General Motors proving ground at 
Milford, Mich.

Chrysler License 


To Willys-Overland 
For ‘Floating Power 


Patented Engine Mounting to 
Be Used in Willys Cars, 
It Is Announced. 


A license to use “floating power” 
engine mountings on cars built by 
Wiily-Overland has been granted 
by the Chrysler Corporation, ac- 
carding to an announcement by 
Walter P. Chrysler. 

“Floating power” is the motor 
mounting which was introduced on 
Plymouth cars .two years ago and 
since has been incorporated in all 
De Soto, Dodge and Chrysler cars. 

By this method, the engine is 
mounted in rubber bonded to steel, 
The mountings are so placed that 
the power plant is suspended in 
balance. This ,permits the trans- 
mission of power shock—present in 
every gasoline engine of no matter 
how many cylinders—to body and 
passengers. 

“When ‘floating power’ was first 
introduced almost two years ago,” 
said Chrysler, “I predicted that its 
use would spread to other manu- 
facturers. Almost since its incep- 
tion we have received requests 
from many manufacturers for float- 
ing power licenses. We have 
licensed. the Willy-Overland Cor- 
poration as the first American 
manufacturer,, other than Chrysler 
motors, to use floating power. 

“Some months ago a license to 
use ‘floating power’ motor mount- 
ings was granted to the Societe An- 
onyme Citroen, of France, the 
largest manufacturer of automo- 
biles in Europe. ‘Floating power’ 
was used on all four and six-cylin- 
der cars built by Citroen in 1932, 
and has been announced as the 
feature of t’ e 1933 models. 

“Since ‘floating power’ mountings 
were first introduced, more than 
350,000 Chrysler Motor cars with 
it have been built.”

New Dodge Six 
Tires Shown Here 


More Powerful Engine, Auto- 
matic Clutch, Restyled Body 
Lines in Five Models. 


Five new models of the Dodge six 
i—ranging in price at the factory 
from $595 to $695 are now being dis- 
played in the St. Louis territory by 
the Milstrand Motor Co. distributer, 
and its associated dealers. They 
take the Dodge six into the price 
field where the old Dodge four was 
such a factor. 

Models in the new Dodge line in- 
clude: Business coupe, at $595 fac- 


tory; rumble seat coupe, at $640; 
five-passenger sedan, at $670; con- 
vertible coupe, at $695; and a salon 
brougham, at $660. The prices are 
equivalent to reductions of 20 to 25 
per cent from -prices of the 1932 
Dodge six. 

The new Dodge sixes have air 
wheel types tires, 6.00x16, as stand- 
ard equipment, together with a new 
steering mechanism designed for 
the new large section tires. The 
stream lined steel bodies have been 
styled to indicate power and speed. 
The radiators slant backward; hood 
and fender lines are molded in 
curves; and the low rear quarters 
and backs are of close-to-the ground 
roundness. A low hung chassis pro- 
vides low center of gravity so im- 
portant for safety. 

| Engine Details. 

The “floating power” mounting of 
the engine places the power plant 
low in the frame, giving a straight- 
line drive from transmission to 
rear axle. 

With bore of 3% inches and 
stroke of 4% inches, giving a piston 
displacement of 201.3 inches and a 
tax power rating of 23.44, the engine 
delivers 75 horsepower at 3600 revo- 
lutions. The power is obtained with 
a compression ratio of 55 tol. A 
high compression head, with which 
the engine develops 81 horsepower 
is available at extra cost. " 

The four-bearing. crankshaft is 
weight-compensated, to give bal- 
ance. An “impulse dampener” is 
mounted at the front end 
to absorb shocks of starting and 
stopping. : 

The pistons, of aluminum alloy, 
incorporate two stabilizer struts of 
another alloy; these struts have the 
quality of causing the pistons to 
expand and contract at the same 
rates as the cylinder metal, keeping 
them compression tight. 

New Type Steering. » 

One of the novel features is the 
steering system. It has been de- 
signed to meet problems brought by 
todays higher road speeds and 
changed driving standards, as well 
as by the use of the 6.00x16 air 
wheel tires. 

Instead of following the usual 
practice of mounting the steering 
gear through a frame sill, the 
Dodge design secures it to a sub- 
side member, which in turn is re- 
inforced at this point. The pitman 
arm, instead of moving in the di- 
rection of the frame, is made to 
swing parallel to the front axle. 
The drag link moves parallel to 
the front axle. To minimize steer- 
ing friction a new type of bearing 
is used in the steering gear, termed 
“needle roller bearing,” in which 
the -anti-friction members are 
slender steel rollers.

disengages. When the automatic 
clutch control is operating during 
free wheeling the trarsmission is 
disengaged at both ends so that 
shifting is easy and quiet. 

In the transmission all the gears 
are cut with helical teeth, which 
give silent operation. Starting speed 
is just as quiet as “high.” There is 
no “feeling” for high, because there 
is no longer a critical speed at 
which the change has to be made. 

Integral with the transmission, 
but independent in operation, is the 
selective cam and roller type free 
wheeling unit. It locks out auto- 
matically for reverse and automat- 
ically engages in changing from re- 
verse. A control button on the dash 
locks free wheeling “in” or: “out.”

A pneumatic tire equipped farm 
tractor recently averaged 17.6 miles 
per hour from Milwaukee to Chi- 


cago, making the 88-mile trip in five 
hours and one minute.

MOFFETT URGES BUILDING 
OF 11 AIRCRAFT CARRIERS 


Chief of Naval Aeronautics Says 
Fleet Exercises Have Shown 
Serious Shortage. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Early 
construction of 11 aircraft carriers 
to bring the United States fleet 
up to full treaty limit was urged 
today “as a most essential step to 
our national defense” by Rear Ad- 
miral W. A. Moffett, chief of naval 
aeronautics, in a report to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

Fleet exercises have continued to 
demonstrate the serious shortage of 
aircraft carrying vessels, the Ad- 
miral asid, adding that but three 
out of a total of 14 permitted ships 
of this type have been or are being 
built. 

On the question of new construc- 
tion, the Admiral said: “Due to the 
economic situation, the aeronaut- 
ical industry is largely dependent 
upon the business from the army 
and navy. To provide for the fu- 
ture welfare of both the Govern- 
ment and the industry, it is essen- 
tial that well established firms be 
enabled to remain in business. This 
can be done only by a reasonable 
volume of experimental and pro- 
duction orders resulting in fair 
profits.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Callk- 
ing them “floating graveyards,”

mission all of the 15 battleships in 
the United States fleet. 

McClintic is the ranking Demo- 
crat on the-House Naval Commit- 
tee and a proponent of the flying 
deck cruiser previously authorized 
by his group. 

“No fleet can travel any faster 
than its slowest ship,” McClintic 
said. “Our battleships are slow, 
cumbersome and easy targets for 
airplanes.

McClintic said the battleship was 
“an obsolete” arm of war and add- 
ed that “during the war we put 
most of them in the James River 
so they wouldn’t get hurt.” By de- 
commissioning the vessels, he said, 
16,000 officers and men would be 
released for other duty. 

“Chairman Vinson of the com- 
mittee has promised to appoint a 
special committee to consider my 
bill,’ McClintic said.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The se- 
curity markets this week gave the 
best account of themselves since 
the post-election rally a month ago. 

Markets were generally quiet, 
but after three weeks of steady 
‘gradual declines, both stocks and 
bonds were able to regain a por 
‘tion of their losses, almost half, in 
the case of stocks. The bond mar- 
‘ket steadied, but failed to make 
marked progress, although U. 8. 
Government issues, some of the 
foreigns and the best grade domes- 
tic utilities attracted considerable 
buying. 

The renewed strength of sterling 
exchange appeared to have a bene- 
ficial effect upon the markets gen- 
erally. The decline in the pound 
had progressed more or less simul- 
taneously during the preceding 
three weeks, starting with the re- 
opening of the war debt controver- 
sy almost directly after election. 
The British currency recovered 
about 7 cents during the week. 
Starting on Tuesday, cotton rallied 
around $2 a bale, and, during the 
same period, wheat firmed more 
than a cent a bushel.

Wall Street concluded that ster- 
ling exchange had fully discounted 
the war debt problem, and that 
shorts in the pound were covering. 
Signs of official support were lack- 
ing. Seasonal pressure against ster- 


ling usually lifts toward the end of |, 


the year. International banking 
quarters felt that the action of 
sterling after the turn of the year 
would depend largely on British 
trade. 

The performance of the French 
franc was, if anything, more inter- 
esting than that of the pound ster- 
ling. It declined to the lowest 
since post-war stabilization, and to 
a level, making gold shipments 
from Paris to New York theoret- 
ically profitable. No important 
movement started, however, and it 
was felt in some international bank- 
ing quarters that an effort may be 
made in Paris to support the franc 
above a level which would result 
in any heavy gold loss in the near 
future. 
gained sharply, largely at the ex- 
pense of the United States, during 
the past year, and, in view of the 
large French deficit, taxation al- 
ready heavy, and trade adversely 
affected by the British tariff, an 
eventual outflow is expected in sev- 
eral quarters. 

Pool Favorites Active. 

In the stock market there were 
occasional signs of professional 
bullish efforts. Pool favorites were 
turned over in volume occasionally. 

Pleas for a balanced budget and 
increased taxation at the conven- 
ing of Congress had a good effect 
upon sentiment in financial quar- 
ters. Some disappointment was 
expressed in “wet” quarters at the 
House’s defeat of the repeal resolu- 
tion, but more interest was direct- 
ed to modification. 

The market failed to gain any 
incentive from business news, which 
reflected the usual year-end trends 
in heavier industries. 

The price index of 90 representa- 
tive stocks ended the week at 55.9, 
a net gain of 4.6, and the best level 
since before Thanksgiving. Bonds, 
however, eased off further at the 
start of the week and, closing at 
68, were only 0.2 of one point above 
the level of the preceding Satur- 
day. 

Slight Setback Saturday. 

Stocks interrupted a week of im- 
provement with a slight setback 
today, but the market was dull as 
ever and the average loss was of 
minor proportions on a turnover of 
482,705 shares. More interest and 
significance probably attached to 
continued steadiness in higher 
grade bonds and the strong pound 
sterling.

His writing is concerned not with 
stories but with the raw materials 
of stories—birth and death rates, 
sizes of families, average income, 
types of soil, markets, flood con- 
trol.

Muzzle-loading rifles, dating back 
to the days of Daniel Boone and 
early Missouri history, are making 
their last stand in the Ozarks. 

That any of these early rifles are 
still to be found outside of mu- 
seums will probably be surprising; 
but such rifles are still being used 
in old-time “shooting matches” in 
historic Ste. Genevieve County, 
where about 50 of the muzzle load- 
ing type are still in existence. 

L. C. Hayes, a-8St. Louisan who is 
termed an authority on outdoor life 
by such publications as Field and 
Stream and Outdoor Life, was 
present at the last match of the 
season recently, and, according to 
Hayes, the match may be one of 
the last to be held in Missouri with 
muzzle-loading rifles. 

The match was conducted in the 
hills of Ste. Genevieve County, four 
or five miles north of the little 
town of Ste. Genevieve—the oldest 
town west of the Mississippi. As in 
the old days, meat was the prize, 
but instead of being venison, the 
prizes in the match were a quarter 
of a beef and a half of a hog. 

According to Hayes, each man 
furnished his own target, which 
was a board painted black. The 
bull’s eye was a cross scratched 
with a knife point. The cross could 
not be seen at the shooting dis 
tance of about 50 yards, so markers 
of card board were attached to the 
target to serve as sighting points. 
So accurate was the shooting, said 
Hayes, that any shot that did not 
cut both lines of the cross had lit- 
tle chance of winning a prize. Any 
of the contestants could shoot the

“The days of such matches are 
numbered,” said Hayes, “at least 
in the Ozark country, and that 
means their complete passing, as 
far as I can learn. 


“The old muzzie-loading rifles, 
handed down from father to son 
for the past hundred years or 
more, must handled tenderly, 
and they need the attention of an 
expert who fs versed in the knowl- 
edge of muzzle-loading rifles. Only 
one such gunsmith remains in the 
Ste. Genevieve country. He is a 75- 
year-old man named Henry Ham- 
mer, who resides near Bloomsdale, 
and whose father was a gunsmith 
before him. When this last gun- 
smith passes the old muzzie-loaders 
will probably have to be put away 
for the last time.”

The passing of long muzzle-load- 
ing rifle matches will mark the 
passing of what has been termed 
by American historians as the 
first American pastime. | 


Capt. J. G. W. Dillin, an author- 
ity on the early American rifle, in 
his book, “The Kentucky Rifle,” 
says: 

. by 1740... rifle matches 
(with “muzzle loaders) became the 
first American pastime and so gen- 
eral was shooting that it became 
the national sport. Roadhouses and 
taverns were the favorite spots for 
these matches, which were held 
frequently, and if no such ren- 
dezvous was handy it was custom- 
ary for the riflemen to get togeth- 
er in groups in the smaller villages 
and even a neighbor’s farm. For 
more than a century this form of 
amusement overshadowed all oth- 
ers and its inception was doubtless 
due to the introduction of the 
Kentucky or hunting rifle. 


* “..,. This was the era of the 
muzzle loader. Every man took 
pride in his marksmanship. We 
were a nation of expert riflemen. 
Slow fire and accurate aim filled 
the larder, kept the Indians at a 
distance and won the much prised 
trophies of the match.” 

The Gun With a Real History. 

Thus, when the last muzzile-load- 
ing rifle match has been held in 
Ste. Genevieve . County, will be 
gone the last remaining link 
which connects the present with an 
olden, golden past.

Missouri’s Wild Turkey Crop 


Has Market 


Value of $26,000

JEFFERSON CITY. MO., Dec. 10.—Missouri’s official wild tur- 


key crop for 1932 has a market value of $26,000, E. L. Schofield, 
chief of parks and refuges, has reported to Commissioner John’ R. 
Itoss, according to a news bulletin from the Missouri Game and Fish 


Department. 

Wild turkeys from fine Ozark or 
Virginia stock were produced on 
six State parks and one game ref- 
uge during the year, the bulletin 
states. The hatch was 2093 birds, 
of which 1628 were raised to matiir- 
ity. These mature birds have a 
market value of $16 each. 

Meramec Stae Park, in Franklin 
County, was the biggest producer of 
wild turkeys for the year. There 
706 birds were hatched and all but 
173 raised to maturity. The hatch 
at Deer Run State Park in Reyn- 
olds County was 696, with a mortal- 
ity of 139. Of the 92 birds hatched 
at Big Spring State Park in Carter 
County, 12 died. On Indian Trail 
State Park 168 birds were raised 
to maturity from the 230 ‘hatched. 
On Sam A. Baker State Park in 
Wayne County, 347 birds were 
hatched and 275 raised to maturity. 


The game refuge at Vernon County, 


produced 15 wild turkeys, in addi- 
tion to quail and pheasants. 

These birds will be used as addi- 
tional brood stock on the State 
parks or réleased into the natural 
turkey range of the Ozarks. The 
birds will not be liberated, however, 
until after the close of the turkey- 
hunting season, Dec. 31. In addition 
to the birds produced by the State, 
the Game and Fish Department has 
purchased 675 fine strain wild birds 
from the Lost Trail Lodge Wild 
Turkey Farm near erville. 
These birds will be used ost en- 
tirely as brood stock on the State 
parks where big game is being 
propagated. . 

; Missouri has the only remaining 
wild turkey range in the North Cen- 
tral states, and the turkey, with the 
quail, is highly regarded by State 
game officials as desirable for res- 


toration. — 

Fewer Missourians engaged in 
the propagation of game birds and 
animals in 1982 than last year, State

The Southern Conference and the 
new Southeastern Conference of 
institutions which withdrew from 
the parent body completed their 
meetings here today, both groups 
pleased with the quick and appar- 
ently harmonious split effected Fri- 
day. 

Spokesmen of both organizatiens 
said the division, which has been 
opposed for several years, should 
be beneficial to all the colleges 
and. that better administration of 
athletics could be had within the 
smaller and more compact groups: 

Although leaders of each group 
emphasized the friendly regard for 
the other and the hope for the 
continuance of cordial athletic re- 
lations, there was a feeling among 
some Southern Conference mem- 
bers that the group which re- 

ed had an eye on the commer- 
cial value of a compact body com- 
posed of several of the outstanding 
athletic teams, particularly foot- 
ball. 

Bigger and Better Gates. 

C. P. Miles of Virginia Polytech- 
nic Institute, president of the 
Southern Qonference, probably ex- 
pressed t®s thought when, in ac- 
cepting the resignations of the 13 
schools, he said he wished they 
would prosper and have “bigger 
and better gates.” 

The break will necessitate sep- 
arate athletic championship tour- 
naments in the various sports for 
both organizations and may lead 
to a gradual lessening of competi- 
tion between members of the two 
organizations. 

The division along geographical 
lines‘ leaves Virginia, Virginia Poly 
Institute, Virginia Military Insti- 
tute, Washington and Lee, Mary- 
land, North Carolina, Duke, N. C. 
State, South Carolina and Clemson 
as Southern conference members 
with Georgia, Florida, Georgia 
Tech, Kentucky, Alabama, Auburn, 
Mississippi, Mississippi State, Van- 
derbilt, Sewanee, Tennessee, Tulane 
and Louisiana State forming the 
Southeastern group. 

Both organizations have commit- 
tees at work on proposed new 
changes in rules and regulations 
which will be advantageous under 
the new circumstances and these 
probably will be enacted at the 
Southern Conference meeting in 
Richmond Jan. 12 and the South- 
eastern meeting in Atlanta late in 
| February. It was reported the South- 
ern Conference planned a revision 
6f its rules with an idea of mak- 
ing eligibility requirements higher. 
The Southeastern will hold its next 
winter meeting at Baton Rouge, 
La. 

Forest Fletcher of Washington 
and Lee, secretary, said the South- 
ern Conference probably would 
consider William and Mary, David- 
son, Richmond, Weke Forest and 
Furman for membership at its 
Richmond meeting.

The Southern Conference award- 
ed its boxing tournament to Char- 
lottesville, Ga.; the basketball 
tournament to Raleigh, N. C.; the 
indoor track and cross country to 
Chapel Hill, N. C., and the out- 
door track to Durham, N. C. The 
boxing and basketball events will 
be held the last week in February. 
‘No dates were set for the other 
competitions. 

The Southeastern voted its bas- 
ketball \meet .to. Atlanta late in 
February; the tennis and boxing 
tournaments to New Orleans. ‘No 
selection was made for locations 
for the goif or.track meets. 

The Southeastern lifted the ban 
on broadcasting of football games, 
but the Southern decided to post- 
pone action on this until the Jan- 
uary assembly. The Southeastern 
also reinstated Julian Foster, Van- 
derbilt football star, who was ruled 
ineligible by Vanderbilt during the 
past season for violation of the 
summer baseball rule. 

The Southeastern postponed dis- 
cussion. of new amendments but 
the Southern rejected a proposdl 
for employment of an ethletic com- 
missioner and turned down another 
which would allow freshman foot- 
ball players to assemble before the 
opening of fall terms.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.— Entries 
.for the important summer and fall 
stakes at Belmont Park and Sara- 
toga, the East’s two main race 
tracks, made public today by the 
Westchester and Saratoga associa- 
tions, show a sharp decrease from 
1932 both in number of entries and 
nominators. 

For the 17. stakes at Belmont 
Park in 1933 and 1934, entries for 
which closed Dec. 5, only 2015 
horses were nominated by 124 own- 
ers as against 2757 horses last year 
by 155 owners. For the nine 193} 
1934 stakes at Saratoga, 97 owners 
nominated 1324 horses as contrast- 
ed with 1873 horses nominated 
from 123 stables in 1932. 

Although none of the stakes 
showed an increase in entries, the 
Saratoga Cup, at Saratoga, held its 
own with 56 entries both in 1932 
and 1933, while the Suburban Han- 
dicap and Jockey Club Gold Cup 
at Belmont Park received only 
slightly fewer entries for 1933 
than in 1932. 

The Suburban, one of the most 
historic of the spring stakes, has 
drawn the leading horses of 1932, 
including Equipoise, Gusto, Faire 
no,-Mate, Questionnaire, Stepe 

fechit, St. Brideaux, Blenheim, 
White Clover II, Pilate, Kerry 
Patch, Sarada, Osculator and Mor 
fair. 

C. V. Whitney headed the list 
of nominators at B2lmont Park 
with 136, closely followed by Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer with 131 and W. f.

But trees cannot be cut sooner, be- 
cause they would wilt and lose their bright 
color before Santa Claus day. 

Trees from one foot to 12 feet or so are 
cut, tied three in a bunch, stacked, loaded 
in trucks or wagons, hauled to railroad 
cars, shipped to the cities. In a few days 
they are displayed on 
the grocers sidewalk. 
where customers pay 
from 25 cents to $10. 

Most of the trees 
sold in the larger cities 
are cut far frgm the 
noise of elevated trains 
and newsboys; workmen 
penetrate 50 miles or so 
into deep forests and 
assemble the trainloads 
of pretty evergreens. 
The cutting must be all 
done before early snow: 
fall blocks the forest 
trails. 

A freight carload con- 
tains nearly 2000 trees, 
tied usually three in a 
bunch. Most of the 
evergreens are young 
and flexible enough ,to 
permit their limbs to be 
squeezed tightly against 
the trunk and tied. This 
not only conserves space 
in shipping, but it pro- 
tects the tiny limbs ‘and 
foliage from damage in 
transit. Thus an un- 
shapely and 
“ugly’’ tree as it 
first appears 
on the grocer's 
sidewalk will

soon loosen and regain its pretty pyramid ; 
shape, if the ties are cut and it is left in ‘ 


the open air. Any few remaining limbs may 
usually be twisted by the purchaser to form 
symmetry. 

New York City and its suburbs are the 
greatest single market for the Christmas 
tree man. Santa Claus’ helpers annually 
distribute more than 700,000 trees in that 
metropolitan area. This requires about 400 

carloads, or several 

long freight trains solid 
with Christmas trees! 
Philadelphia and 

Chicago each uses 

about 250 carloads of 

trees per year. Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Boston, 

St. Louis, Baltimore, 

Los Angeles, San Fran- 

cisco, Pittsburgh and 

cities of similar size re- 
quire 100 to 200 car- 
loads of trees, and 
smaller cities in pro- 
portion. The demands 
vary with location. A 
city like Denver, Col- 
orado, for example, is 
right near beautiful 
forests, and so an 
evergreen tree is not 
nearly so much a rar- 
ity to those city chil- 
ndren as it might be to 
Pehildren who _ think 
trees grow only in 
story books and parks.

There is, of course, absolutely no limit 
to the variety of trees that may be-used at 
Christmas. A little—very little—bit of deco- 
ration, plus a generous amount of imagina- 
tion, often will bring children into ecsta- 
sies of delight. Children live mostly in a 
gorgeous land of make-believe tq which 
only very limited physical accoutrements are 
essential. 

Out in the cowboy and Western Indian 
country the utterly “unsuitable mesquite 
and palo verde shrub often appears instead 
of the usual type of evergreen, under tinsel 
and lights, to thrill little boys and girls. 

And-—strangest of all—the cactus fam- 
ily is far more than the conventional joke 
made about it at Christmas time. The stately 
but thorny and “‘leafless’’ sahuaro cactus 
has been the only “tree” for maybe 50 
miles around some Westerners’ homes, so it 
is duly ornamented and enjoyed at Yule: 
tide. It is just a straight trunk, with or 
without one or more “arms” or branches, 
all serrated and covered with vicious needle- 
length thorns. But a few baubles of glass, 
some festoons of silver and gold tinsel and 
ribbon and the “tombstone of the desert” is 
a Christmas tree in all truth! Without 
it many a desert child would never have a 
Yule tree at all. 

In California, Arizona, South Texas and 
across to Florida, the novelty Christmas 
tree is common, especially in lawn decora- 
tion. One very popular specimen is made 
from the Washington palm, or even from 
the date palm. These queer treelike mem- 
bers of the vegetable kingdom are in reality 
grasses, botanically speaking, but they may 
grow 100 feet high, and do truly make 
beautiful Christmas symbols when adroitly 
ornamented and lighted in somebody's yard. 

About this time every year a few nature 
lovers raise a protest about the “destruc- 
tion’ of American forests by persons who 
cut Christmas trees. The fact that 
7,000,000 baby firs, spruces, pines, hem- 
locks and others are sacrificed each Decem- 
ber is an alarming thing to them. 

It could be alarming, if the truth were 
not known. Actually, however, the super: 
vision of Christmas tree cutting in most 
areas is very strict, and the cutting is a 
distinct service to forestry. 

Most of the trees that end up in the 
living rooms are those that have been 
thinned from the truly stately stands of big 
trees somewhere, and the thinning is a help 
to those that remain. Exactly as a farmer 
must hoe and thin out his corn and cotton 
and even his lettuce, in order to give ample 
soil room and strength to the sturdy stalks 
that remain, foresters must thin out the 
abundant seedlings of firs and spruces that 
nature sends up each year in the forests. 

In this process of thinning, the least 
desirable, from a lumber standpoint, are

cut. Thus most of the beautiful Christmas 
trees are in reality “scrubs or culls— 
the smallest trees or less hardy ones, the 
“suckers” or parasites or black sheep of 
the tree family—and cutting them is not a 
waste at all, but a service. They have no 
commercial value otherwise. They are en- 
tirely too small for lumber, and as fuel they 
are little more than paper or shavings. 
Thinning them out gives the trees that re- 
main a better chance to become valuable 
lumber, railroad ties, fence posts, pulpwood, 
chests and other products. 

The deplorable desecration of nature 
thus does not originate at Christmas time 
with the wholesale dealers in Yule trees, 
but it is a significant thing among many 
thousands of individual small communities 
and among some larger ones. Many, many 
people each year set out in the family car to 
“go cut a tree’ for Santa Claus. 


T is, of course, a beautiful and wholesome 

custom, if even average discretion be 
used. But forest conservationists are right- 
fully enraged by such persons’ utter lack of 
consideration. The tree hunters, in direct 
vialation of laws, go into farmers’ pastures, 
hunt out the choicest trees, chop them 
down, steal them and usually great arms 
full of other greenery besides, then go on 
their way. They consider it only as an “out- 
ing, not as a thieving expedition. The 
Christmas tree and holly purloiner is not 
less a nuisance to many rural citizens than 
is the urban picnic party which despoils all 
the wild flowers and scatters tin cans about 
the landscape. 

Those who plan to grow their own out- 
door trees should remember that just any 
tree won't do. Consultation with nursery- 
men is usually free, so it is best to get ex- 
pert advice on just what variety of evergreen 
to plant, how to plant it and care for it. 

The chances are that it will be a very 
simple and inexpensive process, for some 
sort of evergreen quitable for Christmas will 
flourish in any part of the United States. 
Most nursery trees can be purchased for 
50 cents up to three dollars or so. 

These evergreens have balls of earth about 
their young roots, and the balls are covered 
with protective burlap. This makes handling 
easy, for the burlap is not even removed 
when planting; it rots away. And a fir, a 
spruce, a cedar, a pine, even a holly, will 
glorify a front yard and be a thing of pleas- 
ure whether tinsel is hung on it or not

Ship — Tightens 
Up the Race 
Between England,

ST. NAZAIRE, France. 

“—“) NEW candidate for 
the title of ‘‘Queen 
of the Atlantic” 
was launched here 
a few weeks ago. It 
was the ship Nor- 
mandie of _ the 
French Line, which 
will be the largest 
passenger vessel on 
the ocean when it is put into service in 
1934. It is France's latest entry in 
the race for supremacy in maritime 
passenger traffic. 

Despite the world-wide depression, 
despite the drastic curtailment of in- 
ternational trade, despite general un- 
easiness about the economic future, 
this race goes grimly on. The great 
shipping companies of the world con- 
tinue to out-do one another in build- 
ine bigger and finer and faster ships 
to carry people across the sea. This 
peace-time struggle of giant liners has 
of distinctly national character. Na- 
tional prestige as well as commercial 
enterprise is involved. There is an ef- 
fort to make each new vessel offered 
to the traveling public representative 
of the natural resources, skill, inge- 
nuity and culture of the country of its 
origin. 

One after another new super-liners 
have appeared on the Atlantic in this 
century, each offering something novel 
in speed, comfort, safety or luxury, 
each enjoying for a time supremacy of 
some sort and reaping the patronage 
attracted by superlatives. Such ves- 
sels as the Mauretania, the Berengaria, 
the Leviathan, the lle de France, all 
set in some particular a new standard 
of ocean travel. More recent are the 
splendid, speedy, Canadian ship, the 
Empress of bBrttain; the German 
liners, Bremen and Europa, which set 
new speed records hetween Cherbourg 
and New York, and the Italian ship, 
Conte di Savoia, with its gyro stabiliz- 
ing equipment. Even the United States 
is not aloof from the scramble; it has

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been building the Manhattan and the 
George Washington, the la-gest pas- 
senger ships it has ever proc ced. 

And now comes the Tr ormandie, 
which is expected to surpasy aii other 
Atlantic liners, to the glory of France 
and its owners. But even pow, more 
than a vear before it is scheduled to 
make its maiden voyage, a new rival is 
being planned to challenge its pros- 
pective supremacy 
Searcely had the 
French ship been 
launched when the 
directors of the En- 
glish Cunard Line 
decided to resume 
work on ae giant 
liner begun several 
years ago.

ehipbuilding’s most 
tious effort to date. 
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which was christened October 29 by 
Madame Lebrun, wife of the President 
of the French Republic, is 1020 feet 
lone, 117 feet in the beam, and has a 
displacement of 73,000 gross tons. It 
will have accommodations for 2132 
passengers. Its four turbines will de- 
velop 206,000 horsepower, and its 
speed is expected to be 30 knots—al- 
most 25 statute miles an hour. The 
ship, when completed, will have cost 
about $30,000,000. 

Before the Normandie was launched 
it was necessary to deepen the Loire 
River, and a new channel must be 
dredged at Havre. The Penhoet Ship- 
building Company, which is construct- 
ing the vessel. has built a special dry- 
dock and water lock here, the largest 
in the world, 1145 feet long and 163.5 
feet wide. The city of New York, pre- 
»iring to receive the Normandie, has 
undertaken the construction of new 
piers on the Hudson estimated to cost 
many millions. 

Despite its. great size, the Norman- 
die has an appearance of rakishness 
and compactness, and, like the Bremen 
and Europa, its oval funnels are ex- 
tremely low. 

The ship has a distinctive hull de- 
sign. It has a semi-bulbous, or 
‘“‘whaleback’’ bow, intended to give sta- 
bility in heavy seas. The bow is 
smooth, rounded and_e stream-lined. 
The surface of the bow deck is free 
from all encumbrance; it is designed 
to throw off crushing weights of sea 
water, to reinforce the hull and to 
decrease resistance. And the _ look- 
out station, anchor chains, winches 
and other paraphernalia found on the 


‘bow decks of most ships are absent. 

Another departure from ordinary 
ship design is the location of the 
liner’s mainmast. It is placed behind 
the navigating bridge in order to allow 
free vision ahead. The vessel has a 
clipper stem as pronounced as those of 
the old clipper ships of sailing days. 
Its stern dins sharply, like that of a 
yacht. 

The Normandie’s interior planning 
permits unusually large public rooms. 
Instead of the usual method of run- 
ning the ship’s uptakes and ventilators 
up the center of the ship, the ducts are 
diverted to the sides. Thus a dining 
room 400 feet long and three stories 
high for its full length, and containing 
70,000 enbie feet, was made possible. 
The three ships of Columbus’ fleet 
might have been placed into this one 
room, and at this time it is undoubt- 
edly the largest room afloat. It is to 
be air-cooled. 

The Normandie’s other Innovations 
include a fixed theater, with scenery, 


orchestra balcony, lighting effects, 
dressing rooms and seats for 400 per- 
sons. Continuous afternoon and eve- 
ning performances will be held. There 
will be a garage capacity of 100 auto- 
mobiles. A shopping and amusement 
center will include a moving picture 
theater. Other features will be a gym- 
nasium, hospital, swimming pool, a 
luminous 2lass dance floor and a 
chapel. 


CONCENTRATION of culinary 
activities has been effected to 
save space and labor. There 
are two main kitchens, one to serve 
the crew and the other for pas- 
sengers. All cooking will be done 
on: electric stoves. The capacity of 
all the dining rooms will be 2300 
persons. The kitchens will be able 
to serve 10,000 meals a day— 
from 49,000 to 50,000 meals on the 
average trip. Four hundred waiters 
will serve out of the main kitchen, 
und 165 chefs will prepare the food. 
Wine cellars will carry drinks to 
soothe the most exacting palate. The 
appeal to gourmets will be strong. 
As for the Cunard Line’s 534, whose 
unfinished hull has been standing, 
gaunt and rusty, in John Brown’s ship- 
yard on the Clyde, it is yet uncertain 
to what extent the desire for more size 
and speed will be carried out in this 
craft. The original plans called for a 
73,000-ton vessel, 1018 feet long and 
115 feet in the beam, with 12 turbines, 
of the single reduction gear type, de- 
veloping 200,000 horsepower, capable 
of driving the ship at a speed of 30 
knots. It was designed to carry more

than 4000 passengers. Its cost, like 
the Normandie’s, was placed at 330,- 
000,008. 

But if an unverified report is true, 
the hull of the 534 will be cut in half 
and a new section added to make it 
100 feet longer, which would increase 
its tonnage to 84,000. Another report 
is that the power of the Cunarder will 
be increased to give it a speed of 35 
knots; at this speed the boat could 
cross the Atlantic in 90 hours. The 
Europa has made the crossing from 
Cherbourg to New York in four days, 
17 hours, six minutes. 

Some new ideas in marine stream- 
lining are expected from the builders 
of the 534. For years they have car- 
ried on elaborate tests in tanks, in 
which many conditions found on the 
ocean were simulated. Models of the 
o34 were driven through 90-mile gales 
and raging seas. Sensitive instruments

One of Black’s prides was his yacht, 
the Sabalo, and in the latter part of 
August. the two enthusiasts sailed to 
Roosevelt’s summer home on. the 
Island of Campobello, just off the 
northeastern coast of Maine. 

Following is Roosevelt's own natra- 
tive of his disaster, as told to his 
friend, Earle Looker: 

“We anchored off Campobello. We 
took the Sabalo’s tender to fish for 
cod.

before the diagnosis was certain. Ten 
days after he was stricken the news- 
papers announced in a short item that 
he had “‘caught a heavy cold and was 
threatened with pneumonia.’

Roosevelt refused to be 
treated as an invalid and insisted on 
carrying on his surety work and law 
practice. In this struggle he had the 
active assistaiice of his wife and fam- 
ily, who never mentioned his ailment 
to him. He took the usual treatments 
and 2radually his abdominal anfi thigh 
muscles were released from paralysis. 
He went to his downtown office by 
automobile first two days a_ week, 
then three, then four. There was no 
financial necessity for this effort. 


N THE winter he went south to 
the Gulf. Here he baked in the 
sun and frequently swam in the 
water, propelling himself by pow- 
erful arm strokes. By 1924 he 
was able with the aid of crutches 
to stand on the platform at Mad- 
ison Square Garden and nominate 
his friend Alfred E. Smith for the 


, presidency. 


Up until 1922 medical opinion held 
that virtually all improvement in in- 
fantile cases occurred during the first 
year after the attack. Roosevelt had 
shown only slight improvement after 
the lapse of the fateful year. Yet he 
was constantly on the search for treat- 
ment and since 1921 had become one 
of the great lay authorities on tie dis- 
ease. In the latter part of 1924, 


through George Foster Peabody, a 
sl ‘ork banker, he learned about 


Warm Springs, Georgia, a mineral 
pool of 90 degrees temperature that 
had benefitted a man named Joseph. 
In October of that year, Roosevelt 
tried the pool and ‘wrote to Peabody: 

“Every morning I spend two hours 
in the most wonderful pool in the 
world and it is no exaggeration to say 
that the muscles of my legs have im- 
proved to an extent noticeable in every 
way. There is no question that in the 
average case of infantile paralysis 
this Warm Springs pool is a great 
find.’’ 

It is not the purpose to tell here 
how Roosevelt made the Warm 
Springs project his own, how he devel- 
oped it and what benefits the treat- 
ment has had on other persons. These 
efforts, a story in itself, demonstrated 
Roosevelt’s resourcefulness and or- 
ganizing ability. 

By 1928 Roosevelt had improved so 
much that he was convinced that in 
two years more he would be able to 
discard the leg braces which had sup- 
planted the crutches of Madison 
Square Garden. As is known, he first 
refused the nomination for the Gov- 
ernorshtp of New York because he be- 
lieved that further treatments would 
set bim on the road to almost com- 
plete recovery. But he finally ac- 
cepted the nomination, and his friends 
feared that this act of friendship 
might cost him all chance of regain- 
ing the use of his lower legs. 

His physical condition was an acute 
issue in the 1928 gubernatorial race. 
The presidency excepted, no. other 
publie office demands so much men- 
tal and physical stamina as the office 
of Governor of New York. During 
this campaign. as in 1930 and in 1932, 
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The

ne wore out his associates and ‘the 
newspaper correspondents. No other 
Governor in recent memory, Albany 
newspaper men say, moved about 
more, spoke more than Roosevelt. His 
impairment ceased to be news shortly 
aiter he went into the executive man- 
sion. It was rarely, mentioned in the 
1930 campaign for re-election. 
Roosevelt found that he could do 
more work when he was compelled to 
sit at his desk. He had been what 
the doctors call a ‘‘motor’’ type. He 
was accustomed to rush around and 
meet people. Now people came to 
him. Mrs. Roosevelt took an active 
interest in politics and 
she became the hostess 
to hundreds of inter- 
esting guests. ~ 
The steel braces did 
not and do not seem 
to bother him. Thevy 
fit on the thigh and 
run under the instep 
Because some of the 
muscles of his lower 
lee are atrophied, Roosevelt has lost 
power over his knee joints. The 
braces bend at the knee and when 
straightened out are held rigid by a 
snap which Roosevelt presses. 


HE weakness of the knee joints 

makes it difficult for Roosevelt 

to rise from a chair and to walk 
upstairs. Once on his feet he 
can walk considerable distances with 
the aid of a cane or a friend’s 
arm to balance him. His control 
of the thigh muscles enables him 
to throw his legs forward and 
backward. Thus in walking his braced 
legs have a pendulum-like motion. 
Although he cannot walk up or down 
stairs, he has no difficulty’ ip 
walking up or down a ramp with hand 
rails. 

He can get about his own home or 
the executive mansion unaided. When 
arising from a chair without help, he 
first straightens out his legs, locks 
the braces, and with his powerful 
arms turns himself halfway around 
and pushes himself up. He can bal 
ance himself with his cane and on the 
furniture. 

When he stands and speaks before a 
crowd he usually holds to something 
with one hand, merely to insure his 
equilibrium. Standing, he is no more 
casily fatigued than any other speaker. 

Above the waist, the President-elect 
has the physique of a Tunney, yet for 
years he has taken no special exercise 
except swimming. Always an enthusi- 
astic swimmer, he has found in this 
sport a health restorer. There is an 
outdoor pool near Mrs. Roosevelt's

N MY post-box sev- 
eral mornings ago 
I found an envelope 
that obviously had 
not been put there 
by the mailman.

word ‘‘Personal.’’ Inside was a crude- 
ly typewritten note which I shall not 
quote here. For one reason, it sounds 
ridiculous—-the sort of thing some 
child might compose after seeing too 
many gangster films. But I happen 
to know that the note, childish as it 
sounds, is—for me at least—no laugh- 
ing matter. The only’ thing really 
funny about it, so far as I am con- 
cerned, is the salutation. It starts off, 
‘Dear Professor.”’

What I am interested in at the 
moment is the change that has taken 
place in myself during the past year 
in my outlook, my philosophy, my en- 
tire attitude toward what has ceased 
to be a friendly and encouraging 
world—one that has become hostile. 
For these changes, I am convinced, 
have been taking place ‘n the minds 
and social attitudes of thousands of 
men in all walks of life. 


because of my Fesearch record, was 
thoroughly secure in my position. My 
wife was economical even though her 
natural tastes were expensive, and we 
had been in tighter places before when 
we had only one child and I was still 
plugging for my doctor's degree. 
Early in my third year as an asso- 
ciate [ became interested through a 
series of experiments in a new and 
highly technical field. My work, car- 
ried on with the assistance of two 
graduate students, led to a discovery 
which we believed could be commer- 
cially applied. I published a paper on 
the results in a technical journal. A 
local newspaper got wind of the affair 
and sent a reporter to interview me. 
His story was badly garbled and prom- 
ised unheard-of achievements which no 
one in his right senses could have 
credited.: As a result of the preposter- 
ous affair, however, I received a visit 
from a man who was the head of a 
nationally known industrial concern. 
He realized that the newspaper story 
was ridiculous, but it had led him to 
my technical article and he thought 
it possible that my work

fested themselves in less we h 
violent form in the lives A 
of a majority of such in- 
dividuals; but that tens 
of thousands of our fel- 
low countrymen. have 
had their ethical codes, 
as well as their habits 
and judgments, severely 
jarred, if not shattered 
in the past few years, no 
one who is at all observy- 
ant can doubt. 

Perhaps it will clarify 
these generalities if I 
start my story 
somewhere near its be- 
ginning. The reader 
will understand that for reasons of 
necessary privacy I cannot be too de- 
tailed or specific. 

In the happy days of 1926 I had 
what was considered a good position in 
a first-grade university and a salary of 
four thousand dollars a year. This 
was not affluence in that bull-market 
era; but the academic world does not 
compete in these matters with the 
bond, real estate, or even the publish- 
ing business. I was also considered 
one of the most promising men in the 
country in my field. I had done sev- 
eral research jobs that had brought 
credit both to the university in general 
and to my department in particular. 
My promotion from an assistant to an 
associate professorship had been won 
in record time when one considers at 
what speed the academic mill usually 
grinds.

|: THE light of my responsibilities, 
increase came just in the nick of 


time. My family already consisted of 
my wife, four children, and myself, the 
children ranging in ages from four to 
twelve. Two months before I received 
my last appointment. my father-in-law 
had be... killed in an automobile acci- 
dent. His affairs were in poor shape, 
and r mothefi:law was left prac- 
tically penniless. My wife is an only 
daughter, and it swas inevitable that 
her mother should live with us: We 
were glad to haye her. She is a charm- 
ing old lady, stronger in many ways 
than my wife and, as the children had 
an over-abundant supply of enerry, 
she was able to give real assistance in 
helping to care for them. 

With six dependents, even my as- 
sociate’s salary was definitely inade- 
quate to the living standards we were 
expected to maintain, but I felt no 
special worry except during the brief 
period just after my father-in-law’s 
death when my promotion hung in the 
balance. I still considered myself 
young, I was scarcely ever ill, I was in 
love with my work and, particularly

= a point where it would 
have a direct bearing on 
his industry. He urged 
me to visit his plant and 
become’ familiar . with 
some of his problems. I 
did this and had several 
conferences with his in- 
dustrial chemists. A 
process was worked out, 
based partially on my 
experiments, which 
meant a very substantial 
savings to that particu- 
lar plant. 

I shall not say that I 
was altogether knocked 
off my feet by the offer 

which followed. This was a period, 
remember, when some of the most 
promising men in technicat reaches of 
the academic world were being taken 
up to the mountain tops by American 
business and shown the Kingdoms of 
the Earth in terms of bigger salaries 
and opportunities for higher Service. 
Probably I had fewer illusions than 
most of my colleagues about American 
business methods and I had no doubt 
mouthed as many phrases about ‘‘pure 
research’’ as any of them, but I was 
not insensible to the advantages of a 
larger income and I was as ambitious 
for the physical and educational wel- 
fare of my children as any. proud 
father of the Boom Decade. If I had 
occasional vague doubts about the eth- 
ics of capitalism, I had none what- 
ever about its practical effectiveness 
and its essential stability. Therefore, 
when the letter came with the state- 
ment that the directors of the corpora- 
tion in question had been so favor- 
ably impressed with my talents that 
they were prepared to offer me ten 
thousand dollars a year (with prom- 
ises of substantial yearly increases if 
all went well) to sever iy connection 
with the University and enter their 
employ as head chemist in charge of 
their laboratories, I was flattered as 
well as disturbed; and when they con- 
tinued with the offer of what seemed 
(o me a staggering sum to be set aside 
for the purposes of more or less pure 
research, which I was to be allowed to 
direct unhampered, I was practically 
won over. 

As I have intimated, there was noth- 
ing unique about the events that were 
to lead me out of the quiet backwaters 
of academic life into the swifter cur- 
rents of industrial and commercial ac- 
tivity. Colleagues of mine in science, 
business administration, law, medicine 
and engineering were having similar 
experiences. Industrial, commercial, 
and professional activities were ex- 
panding. There was a shortage of 
trained men. 

At the same time the cloistered at- 


tractiveness of 

university life 

was rapidily di- 

minishing. The 

colleges were 

drawing thousands of students of a 
type that twenty years ago would nev- 
er have dreamed of entering such in- 
stitutions. Standards were lowered; 
classes became hopelessly over-crowd- 
ed; personal contact between teacher 
and student was becoming practically 
nil. Able educators were deploring 
such conditions, believing that our uni- 
versities were becoming nothing more 
than large social clubs and diploma 
mills. The situation was particularly 
galling to the true scholars and sin- 
cere research workers among the fac- 
ulty. In my own case, it became in- 
creasingly depressing to drag myself 
away from a fascinating problem to 
enter an auditorium and face several 
hundred sophomores, not more than 
ten per cent of whom were taking the 
course for any other reason than be- 
cause it was required. I had reached 
a state where I believed that we in 
the university had gone about as far 
in prostituting science as it was pos- 
sible to go. 

But even though this flattering of- 
fer found me in such a mood, I hesi- 
tated somewhat before accepting it. I 
had been part of the academic machine 
practically all of my adult life. I was 
at home in my environment and had 
many close friends and stimulating 
contacts within it. And I was tem- 
peramentally inclined to shrink trom 
the competitive turmoil of that outside 
world in which the profit motive was 
paramount. However, the sum that 
was to be put at my disposal for un- 
hampered research and the prospect of 
being released from the academic 
routine that now drew so heavily upon 
my time finally persuaded me. I ten- 
dered my resignation to take place a 
the end of the scholastic year anc 
signed a contract with the industrial 
firm which showed such faith in my 
future. 


S I LOOK back at it, I do not 
A tis I have ever spent a hap- 

pier year than that of 1929. My 
practical work had some fascinat- 
ing ramifications. My laboratory was 
as nearly perfect as I could have 
wished. My assistants were able. 
Not the slightest objection was made 
on the part of the management to 
several costly experiments that lec 
us far afield and had no immediate 


practical application (though one of. 


them, seeming futile, accidentally put 
us On the track of a discovery that led 
to a tremendous increase in plant ef- 
ficiency and paid the overhead of my 
department twice over). Furthermore, 
there was an end to that tiresome 
penny-counting, that pinching econ- 
omy which had become almost habitual 
in our home life. Certain that my 
position was secure and that the fol- 
lowing year would bring an increase in 
salary, my wife and I decided to “let 
zo"’ for once and 
indulge in a little 
luxury. We - re- 
alized suddenly 
how cramped and 
uncomfortable our 
little rented house 
really was, how 
badly we needed

I was commuting from the univer- 
sity town to our plant in the neighbor-

-and more comfortable house. In look- 


ing about, my wife found just the type 
of place we wanted. It was not for 
rent, however, but for sale. Knowing 
what I do now. I realize that the price 
was too high for us; but even a finan- 
cial expert at that time would scarce- 
ly have contended that I was under- 
aking too great a burden. We had 
he property appraised and found that, 
as prices stood then, it was a bDbar- 
gain. In another year I felt sure I 
was due for a substantial increase in 
salary, and in the meantime, with care- 
ful budgeting of our other expenses, 
we could take care of the interest and 
payments on the principal of the mort- 
gage we should have to assume. We 
bought the property on a long-term 
contract. ; 

One feature of the house which had 
no special significance for me at the 
time was an exceptionally roomy base- 
ment. It extended the full length of 
the house, and the furnace and laun- 
dry trays were lost in it. Then too, 
there was a large yard, inclosed by a 
high privet hedge on all four sides, 
giving it an air of privacy and seclu- 
sion rarely found in suburban Ameri- 
can homes. ‘‘A grand place for the 
children,’ I told my wife. 

We furnished the house in that kind 
of expensive simplicity which we had 
always longed for. At last, we told 
ourselves, we were going to have some 
of the things we wanted about us. 
We bought a grand piano at something 
of a bargain for our musical oldest 
daughter.

The market crash of 1929 did not 
trouble us particularly. I had no 
stocks, no money in securities. I had 
not foreseen it of course. And while I 
knew enough about ‘‘hard times’’ to 
realize that merely because I had lost 
nothing registered on ticker tape, I 
was not, therefore, necessarily immune 
to any general smash-up, like most 
people at the time—business prophets 
and politicians included—I looked up- 
on the slump as a temporary phenom- 
enon, a much needed lesson, probably, 
to a public gone mad about stock 
gambling, a temporary shakedown by 
which ‘‘the big fellows’’ would relieve 
some of the “‘little fellows’’ from their 
quickly acquired cash. As the depres- 
sion continued and went from bad to 
worse, however, I began to be a little 
concerned about the stability of my 

own company and 
my own security. 
Rumors began to 
reach me that all 
was not well with 
my firm.

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FROM PROFESSOR TO BOOTLEGGER 


hind our house, unable to sit idly 
at home and face my own hope- 
lessness. I came as near to in- 
Sanity at this time as I ever ex- 
pect to be. 

It was not until after nly wife 
had been obliged to go to bed and 
I had persuaded the bank to wait 
one more month before instituting 
foreclosure proceedings on the 
house that I finally decided to 
embark upon my present career. 
An interview with our family 
doctor was the last straw that 
drove me to it. My wife, he as- 
sured me, was facing the neces- 
sity for a serious operation, and it 
would not be safe to wait very 
much longer. 

When he had gone I went down 
and sat in that great ybasement 
which had never heém used for 
anything but a: ~ 
s8toreroom and 
winter playroom 
for the younger 
children.

mas I had presented bottles of 
these liqueurs to friends. The re- 
sult was that I had the reputation 
among the faculty, and among 
some of my journalistic acquaint- 
ances, a8 an expert and connois- 
seur in the matter of liquid re- 
freshments. “If the academic 
racket ever fails you'd make a 
swell bootlegger,’’ one of the lat- 
ter once said to me jokingly. Well, 
as far as I was concerned, ‘‘the 
academic racket’ had failed. 

‘I knew that I could count upon 
as customers many of the very 
people with whom I had been so 
generous with liquor in the past, 
particularly if I undersold the lo- 
cal bootleggers. They would know 
at least that my stuff was pure. 
And somehow I had reached the 
point where I no longer hesitated 

to approach them. 
I should not 
be asking for 
charity. I should 
give them value 
received. I should 
be an honest boot- 
legger — produc- 
ing the best stuff possible at a fair 
price. I had an idea that my few 
newspaper friends would prove an 
especially profitable connection 
because of their wide contacts. I 
should have to be very careful, but 
then I wasn’t trying to get rich. 
I merely wanted to make a decent 
profit, sufficient to keep my home 
and feed my family. 

I realized that my basement 
was ideal for the job. It was 
weather-tight and temperatures 
for artificially aging my product 
could easily be regulated. The 
house itself was secluded. I shoad 
not manufacture synthetically as 
sO many petty bootleggers do--- 
buying stfaight alcohol, cutting, 
flavoring and coloring it—but 
should bring in the raw materials 
for the mash, distil a real whiskey, 
and turn it into a quality product 
by aging it at controlled tempera- 


tures. It would be nearest to the 
real thing, aged in the wood, that 
money could buy. I should manu- 
facture my liquers as a sideline, 
putting them out honestly as a 
local product, but defying any lo- 
cal connoisseur to distinguish 
them from their fancy-labeled 
counter-parts ‘‘just off the boat.’’ 

It proved easy enough to lo- 
cate the equipment I needed. The 
installation I handled alone. 
|» basement resembled—and 

in fact was—a model distill- 
ery. I made arrangements in 
the back-country for my raw 
materials and found myself 
prepared to produce an_e ex- 
ceptional grade of bootleg whisky 
at a cost to myself of less than 
$1.50 a gallon. The current whole- 
sale price of the ordinary product, 
for which the speakeasy propric- 
tor received from 25 to 75 cents a 
drink, was $5 a gallon in our sec- 
tion of the country. (I never 
charged a few close friends more 
than $3.) I over-hauled the an- 
cient Dodge which my boy had 
given up as hopeless, and managed 
to make it go until I could afford 
a more efficient vehicle for de- 
livery. 

The opening up of my market 
was the real problem. At first I 
had to depend on my friends and 
their friends, but gradually the 
circle widened and I was able to 
make a bare living. Ours was prob- 
ably an unusually ‘‘wet’’ univer- 
sity faculty. Certainly its mem- 
bers were among my best custo- 
mers. I do not know if some of 
the higher nabobs at the univer- 
sity knew of my activities or not, 
but I didn’t care very much. I had 
cut myself loose and I had given 
up hope of ever returning to the 
academic sanctuary.

tate and a closed pool, constructed 
in an old greenhouse, on the ex- 
ecutive mansion grounds at Al- 
bany.

This is not 
so surprising as it may seem. First, 
it is a comparatively recent dis- 
ease. Second, it rarely attacks 
persons of an insurable age. 

‘‘We are not able to apply our 
customary actuarial charts to ap- 
plicants who have suffered this 
form of paralysis. In such cases 
we are interested in three ques- 
tions. First, will the sedentary 
life which is imposed on the ap- 
plicant result in overweight? 

“Governor Roosevelt had been 
stricken nine vears previous to 
the examination. His weight was 
182 pounds, exactly right for a

man of his age and height. He 
had proved that the sedentary life 
had not caused over-weight. 

“The second question concerns 
Ylood pressure. Lack of exercise 
might cause the blood pressure to 
be abnormally: low.

He 
had passed a better examination 
than the average/applicant and 
was taking better care of his gen- 
eral health and well-being.”’

expedient it would be necessary 
for me to make more money, get 
a little ahead, and get out as 
quickly as possible.

The few soap-boxers of this 
faith I have listened to are 
more concerned: with protecting 
Russia from imaginary invaders 
than with presenting a program 
for America, and their inaccuracy 
defeats their message so far as I 
am concerned. But I must admit 
that, for all their extravagance, I 
respect them more—just as I re- 
spect some of my bootlegging col- 
leagues more—-than most of our 
so-called industrial and political 
leaders and the academic stuffed 
shirts who are lending them and 
their game an active or passive 
support. And this attitude on my 
part is not merely a reaction to 
my own personal trials and defeats 
during the past two years. I know 
that I have been comparatively 
lucky. I am even able to laugh 
at times at the transformation in 
my situatton. But I am not able 
to laugh about the men—or their 
families—I have seen: on park 
benches, in front of employment 
offices or in the breadlines—me1 
who have not my special talent for 
getting by. I'm afraid I do not be- 
lieve in the Santa Claus of Ameri- 
can business enterprise any more. 
I do not think I should ever re- 
turn to the academic world again, 
even if I could. A year of small- 
time buccaneering seems to have 
spoilt me for that. But when, and 
if, prosperity rounds that corner, 
I am going back into private in- 
dustry for alll am worth. I have 
enough faith in my ability still to 
know that that should be consid- 
erable. I shall sell my services to 
the highest bidder and | shall 
make every dollar I can. I shall 
salt away as many of these as | 
can spare from decent living, and 
I shall give no more of myself or 
my time than is necessary for ad- 
vancement to the services of mj 
masters. I shall have no illusions 
about my career. I shall merely 
be working against the next—and 
probably final—-Shakedown.
